'|Col. Marcy’s Army Life—‘Billy,” 


the Mule. 


The following is from Col. Marcy’s 


Thirty Years of Army Life: 


An incident occurred while we were 
in the mountains which struck me at tie 
time as being one of the most remarka-’ 
ble and touching eviderices of devotion 
that I have ever known evinced among 
the brate creation. On leaving Fort 
Leavenworth with the army for Utah in 
the previous summer, one of the offi€ers 
rode a small mule, whose kind and gen- 
tle disposition soon caused him to be- 
come a favorite among the soldiers, and 
om called -him Biuy. As this officer 
and myself were often thrown together 
on the march, the mule, in a few days, 
evinced a growing attachment for the 

rode. The sentiment was 
not, however, reciprocated on her part, 
and she intimated as much. by the re- 
versed position of her ears and the free 
exercise of her fect and teeth whenever 
Billy came within her reach. But these 
signal -marks of displeasure, instead of 
discouraging, rather seemed to increase 
his devotion, and whenever at liberty he 
invariably sought to get near her, and 
appeared much distressed when not per- 


mare that 


to follow her. 


Qn leaving Camp Scott for New Mex- 
ico, Billy was among the number se- 
leeted for the expedition. During the 
march I was in the habit, when starting 
out of camp in the morning, of leading 
off the party &nd directing the packman 
to hold the mule until I should go so 
far im adyance with the mare that he 
could not see us; but the moment he was 
released he would, in spite of all the ef- 
forts of the packers, start off at a most 
furious pace. and never stop or cease 
he had reached the mare’s 
side e soon found it impossible to 
keep him with the otber mules, and he 
was finally permitted to have bis own 
way..

He made frequent at- 
tempts to turn owt and force his way 
ahead, but after numerous unsuccessful 
efforts he would fall down exhausted 
and set up 8 most mournful braying.— 
The other mules soon began to fail, and 
to be left, worn out and famished, ta die 
by the wayside. It was not, however, 
for some time that Billy showed symp- 
toms of becoming one of the victims. 
until one evening, after our arrival at 
camp, I was informed that he bad drop- 

ed down and been left dpon the road 
luring the day.

It pos- 
sesses, however, the advantage of being | 
very cheap, cesting only about $5 per 
ton more teworka given amount of ore 
than the stamp amifll. 

The Mason process, wade consists in 
desulphurizing and eee, ting by the. 
use of supor-heated steam, has not as yet 
beeu satisfactorily tested. A mill on 
this principle is now in operation under 
the supervision of Mr. Siletrse. Some 
ores have undergone the treatmentjspe- 
cified, but as we have net heard of their: 
being amalgamated, we are unable to 
state the reeults. 

The Dodge process has been in opera- 
tion a short time, and is pronounced by 
persons who claim to know, a success.

To sym up, wo may say that Colorado 
esses two processes—Keith’s and 
the smelting—that are really good, and 
are yiclding large returns.
